Soplenilier, tlie olijrct of the tour 
being to induce the farmers of 
Kentucky to take up the raising 

of alfalfa. Experts will accom- 
pany the train and make demon- 
strations and deliver lectures to 
the farmers at every stop. New 
kinds of corn will also be intro- 
duced. Every farmer in the 
State 'should hear these lectures 
and give the production of alfal- 
fa a trial. 

Alfalfa is a species of clover 
yielding from three to five crops 
in one season, and thriving e4|iial- 
ly as well in dry seasons as in 
wet. In fact, it grows better 
in dry countries and Kentucky, 
until recently, has been consid- 
ered too wet for the l)est crops. 
However, of late the crop does 
well in Kentucky, and the culti- 
vation of alfalfa is now consid- 
ered one of the greatest profit, 
besides being a crop that will 
speedily restore fertility to im- 
poverished soil.

Though rarely executed, there 
is a law in the Kentucky Stat- 
ute* which proviiles that delin- 
quent taxpayers may be made to 
work on the roads at one dol- 
lar per <lay to the amount of his 
indehtediies!^ ini'ludiuft interest 
and cost of notifying him to ap- 
pear on the ground ready for 
work. ^

been the custom to collect the 
poll tux, if possible but lailinR, 
they were turned delinquent. 

In tliis way our roads would re- 
ceive in part, more attention 
which they stand sadly in need 
of. The poll tax is II jier

When notice is served the de- 
linquent is cited to appear at a 
specified time, at a certain place 
ready for work.
